IV GREAT DANGER

Fire Breaks Out on Battleship
Close to Magazine,

MANY ABOARD AT TIME

Hour's Mard Work Requlred T,
Extinguish the Fire—Callers
Quickly Hustled
Ashore.

Philndelphin~Five hundred visitors
were abourd the battleship Alubama,
flagship of Rear-Admiral Helm, com.
mander of the reserve fleet, ot Lengus
Island Sunday afternoon, when fire
was dlacovered under the forward e
ret of 13neh guns and dangeronsly
close to the magazines,

Immedintely the reverberant sound
of an alarm gong began booming
through the big craft, whereat the
